That is a question thai is being asked in more than 
one quarter today. 


In New York, as in numerous cilies, investigation

of opinion is thai they are not. The cry of war has been made 
an excuse for boosting up prices all along the line, and Ihe 
people are. already weary of the performance. 


Of course it would be nice to have an arrangement by 


which the manufactures of this country could be sen! abroad 
to meet Ihe demands for them which the war will create, but 
are we ready lo slave a hole in Ihe bottom of the mnch-lalked- 
of "market basket" and place ourselves on a fooling where we 
.shall have lo pay war prices for what we cat while living in the 


( most productive country in the' world and a country t h a t is at 


,• peace? 


Possibly Ihe government will do well lo think twice before 


concerning itself with the problem of exportation. The Bible 
says: "He that providelh.nol for his own household is worse 
than an infidel," and why should uol that Irulh apply to a 
nation as well as lo an individual?
